Choca,  affectionately  known  as  Miss  Choca,  has  found  a new  life  in  her  work  at  Bluestone 
High  School  and  a home  and  family  with  her  students  and  friends  here.  She  has  become 
an  important  part  of  this  school,  adding  a flavor  of  international  intelligence  and  human 
warmth,  enlightening  all  with  whom  she  has  contact. 

Her  life  is  her  profession  of  teaching  others.  Miss  Choca' s classes  in  advanced 
mathematics  help  Bluestone  students  develop  a foundation  for  furthering  their  educa- 
tions. Her  students  learn  from  the  example  set  by  her.  She  helps  her  students  grow  in 
their  preparedness  for  the  world  of  tomorrow  through  her  efforts  to  advance  their  math- 
ematical minds.

The  Language  Department  of  Bluestone  offers  five  courses  in  English,  two  in  French,  and 
two  in  Latin.  Through  these  courses  students  learn  about  the  various  countries  and  their  culture. 

As  well  as  studying  grammar,  writing  term  papers,  and  making  reports  on  books,  Mrs.  Hilda 
Collins,  Miss  Nancy  Collins,  Miss  Judith  Cheatham,  Miss  Sandra Douthat,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stumps, 
Miss  Elva  M.  Kibler,  and  Mr.  Mike  Couchman  taught  their  students  about  the  writings  of  well- 
known  American  and  English  authors,  thus  increasing  their  knowledge  of  their  own  heritage. 

The  students  of  first  and  second  year  French  classes  under  the  instruction  of  Mrs.  Laura 
Bragg  learned  about  the  Frenchman’s  speech  and  his  country.

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The  Social  Studies  Department  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.O.B.  Crowder,  Mr.  James  Crump, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stumps,  Miss  Elva  M.  Kibler,  Mr.  Don  Schley,  and  Mr.  Edward  Blane  stressed 
to  its  students  the  importance  of  understanding  the  heritage  of  others  and  themselves. 

The  senior  government  classes  studied  the  governing  bodies  of  our  state  and  nation,  there- 
fore increasing  their  knowledge  of  our  system  of  democracy. 

The  students  of  the  other  history  classes  learned  about  the  earliest  forms  of  civilization  and 
of  government.  Many  of  the  history  students  also  explored  the  reasons  for,  the  causes  of,  and 
the  results  of  those  wars  which  were  felt  by  the  people  of  the  United  States. 


Many  of  the  social  studies  students  pre- 
pared term  projects  concerning  the  subject 
matter  they  covered duringthe year.  Term 
papers,  models,  scrap  books,  and  various 
other  projects  were  turned  in  to  develop 
each  students'  understanding  of  his  own 
heritage  and  country.

Another  year  in  the  history  of  Bluestone  finds  many  students  enrolled  in  such  vocational 
courses  as  mechanics,  mechanical  drawing,  industrial  arts,  and  agriculture.  These  subjects 
provide  growth  in  experience  and  skill  which  each  student  will  find  useful  as  stepping  stones 
toward  a successful  future. 

Mr.  Donald  Propst,  Mr.  Alfred  LeGrand,  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Pucket  were  the  agriculture  directors 
this  year.  The  boys  who  took  this  subject  gained  much  valuable  information  about  farm  manage- 
ment, care  of  farm  machinery,  and  about  farming  itself. 

Mr.  Buford  Conelly  was  this  year's  instructor  of  industrial  arts.  The  students  of  this  class 
learned  the  skills  of  metal  working  and  wood  working.  They  also  gained  experience  in  making 
objects  of  metal  and  wood  by  utilizing  all  their  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals. 

Mechanical  drawing  classes,  also  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Conelly,  practice  drawing  dif- 
ferent views  of  objects  and  making  house  plans.
